VETO RECALL PLAN 


Won’t Withdraw Action 
on Pensions, He States 
AfterTalk With Lindsay 


. Governor Talmadge bas no inten- 
tion of recalling his veto on any 
measures passed at the last session of 
the Georgia legislature, he announced 
yesterday after a conference with Paul 
L. Lindsay, of DeKalb, and leading 
Talmadge opponent in the Georgia 
house of representatives. 

Lindsay had suggested that the 
Governor withdraw his veto to a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment which 
would have enabled Georgia to take 
advantage of the old-age pension in co- 
operation with the federal government. 
“There ain't even any danger of me 
withdrawing my veto,” Talmadge said. 
“Even if I wanted to do so, I could 
not legally do it.’’ 

Lindsay, however, contended the 
Governor could legally withdraw his 
veto to any proposed constitutional 
amendments and allow them to go be- 
fore the voters this fall. 

Another important projected amend- 
ment, which the Governor vetoed, pro- 
vided for establishment of a separate 
senatorial district comprising Ful- 
ton county, and proponents of that 
measure were hopeful Talmadge would 
reconsider in that matter. 

Both Lindsay and the Governor 
said the conference was “purely s0- 
cial and friendly.”

Reese, Hazelton, Pa., and R. B. War- 
of Corinth, Miss., assumed the 
jobs abandoned by the strikers.

CHEROKEE INDIANS ASK 
SEVEN MILLION OF U.S. 


Say Government Has Never 
Paid Amount Agreed . 
Upon for Removal. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—(/)— 
Contending the government never 
finished paying for land it seized 
before the Civil War, the Cherokee 
Indians asked the supreme court to- 
= to uphold their claim for $7,387,- 
667. 


In appealing one suit from the court 
of claims, the so-called “eastern” 
Cherokees asked judgment for $2,653,- 
596, which they claim still is owed to 
them under a treaty signed in 1846. 

Under that agreement the United 
States promised to pay more than 
$2,000,000 fer land in Georgia, Ten- 
nessee and Alabama, given up by the 


Cherokees when they were moved to 


Oklahoma in 1835. The senate later 
provided that this sum was to bear 
5 per cent interest until paid. 

One payment was made in 1852 and 
another in 1910, but the Indians con- 
tended these installments did not wipe 


eq |Out the entire principal and interest. 


Both eastern and western Chero- 
kees brought a second suit, contend- 
ing the government had illegally given 
Indian lands and money to certain 
freed slaves who had once belonged to 
the tribe. They asked judgment for 
$4,734,071. 

In 1888 congress gave the freed men 
the income from land in the Chero- 
kee outlet in Oklahoma. The Indians 
contended this property rightfully be- 
longed to the Cherokees alone, and 
that the former slaves were not en- 
titled to any share.

Isn’t it obvious 
that the laborer and the farmer are 
natural allies—their interests mutual; 
that he who strikes at the prosperit 
of one is in fact destroying both? An 
isnt it equally obvious that when 
the great masses of the people, farm- 
ers and workers, prosper all the rest 
of us prosper? 

“We stand squarely for reforms in 
taxation, but we believe that taxes 
are onerous because they are badly 
distributed, and because too often the 
taxpayer does not receive from a dis- 
ordered and chaotic and dishonest po- 
litical machine the services he pays 
for. But we should think long be- 
fore we accept the arguments of those 
who, under the guise of tax limita- 
tion, are wittingly or unwittingly 
serving the interests of non-resident 
owners of Georgia property who ac- 
quired their holdings at bargain prices 
through the foreclosure of mortgages. 
Let us, indeed, reform our tax system, 
but in such a fashion that the resi- 
dent owner may keep his property and 
in such a way as will allow Geor- 
gians who wish to work the land they 
have lost an opportunity to re-acquire 
it on livable terms. 

Means* to Service. 

“Taxes are simply the means where- 
by the people in a democratic society 
furnish for themselves the indispen- 
sable services of civilization. By tax- 
ation the people have been enabled to 
increase the wealth and welfare of 
society more than it possibly could 
have been increased by equal private 
expenditures. Figure for yourselves 
just what you get for each tax dollar 
| spent and compare it with your other 
spendings. I think you will find if 
your officials are honest, that by and 
large you get value received. 

“And I am sure that the state as 
a whole will get value received for 
making provisions out of the common 
fund for the care and protection of the 
aged. Somebody has got to support 
these old people. The wealth they 
added to society by lives of toil has 
been for the common benefits. Is 
it not then the common obligation to 
take care of them when their useful- 
ness is gone? 

“No one, so far as I know, seriously 
argaes to the contrary; but they say 
such a policy would destroy self-reli- 
ance and that it is against the Ameri- 
ean tradition of rugged individualism. 

Is American Tradition. 


“But I say, on the contrary, that 
co-operation for social ends is part and 
parcel of the true American tradition, 
and that if it tended to destroy self- 
reliance that virtue would long ago 
have become extinct. For from the 
very beginning of the settlement of 
this nation the people by co-operative 


each other's houses, nursed each 
other's sick, buried each other's dead 
and assisted each other in the manifold 
tasks of farm and fireside. And what- 
ever else a program of social] security 
may be it is certainly in the American 
jtradition. It is simply a way to unite 


effort cleared each other's fields, built ' 


our efforts by means of tax resources, 
as in early days our forefathers unit- 
ed their physical efforts, to get done 
a task that could not be done by the 
individual. 

“The truth is most of the talk one 
hears today about individualist and 
self-reliance: and initiative comes from 
those who are either themselves the 
beneficiaries, or who are the spokes- 
men of beneficiaries, of governmental 
favors. What a mockery it is for them 
to begrudge a pittance to the helpless! 

Eyes to Future. 

“But why discuss them further? Our 
eyes are towards the future. . We are 
looking towards that time when Geor- 
glans can once more lift up their 
heads in pride. And we are looking 
with confidence because your presence 
proves that the people are eager to 
enlist in a righteous cause. 

“Let us then, putting aside all un- 
worthy considerations, choose only a 
leader in whom we have faith. Let 
us adopt a platform we can all de- 
fend. And having done that, let us 
concentrate ourselves to the task be- 
fore us, 

“We need not fear the outcome. 
There is something about sincerity 
and candor and truth that cannot be 
denied. 

“So then, we will go forward in 
the full consciousness that ours is the 
only course which we can take. 

“And when the campaign ends, 
whatever the result may be, we will 
know that we have fought the good 
fight; that we have kept the faith.”

Surrounded by Crowd. 

That Judge Fortson will receive the 
enthusiastic support of a large number 
of the delegates, if not a majority 
was indicated when a large crowd 
surrounded him at the close of the 
meeting. 

This crowd, however, did not in- 
clude the supporters of J udge Larsen. 
These delegates, in some instances, 
did not vote on the second roll call 
until it had been concluded. Then 
they announced their support of Judge 
Fortson. Judge Fortson had received 
a majority of four votes when the 
roll call continued. Laurens and 
Johnson county, two strong Larsen 
counties, then threw their support to 
him as did Emanuel. 

rst Ballot. 

On the first ballot the vote was: 

Speaker Rivers, 140; Judge Fort- 
son, 70; General Walter. Harris, of 
Macon, 8; Judge A. B. Lovett, of Sa- 
vannah, 6; Dr. O. B. Howell, of Jack- 
son, 2; Judge Larsen, 28: Abit Nix, 
of Athens, 4; Marion Allen, of Mill- 
edgeville, 30; Solicitor General Atkin- 
son, 18; G. Ed Maddox, of Rome, 6; 
Judge A. C. Wheeler, of Gainesville, 
6; Rev. C. P. Watson, of Ocilla, 2; 
eo Persons, 6, and Judge R. Eve, 
of Tifton, 2. 

There were no nominating speeches. 
Each candidate was submitted by a 
county on a roll call for candidates. 

Election Predicted. 

In announcing the result, Philip 
Weltner, of Atlanta, permanent chair- 
man of the meeting and organizer of 
the movement which resulted in Judge 
Fortson’s candidacy, said the Athens 
jurist was the choice of the “free dem- 
ocrats” of Georgia and predicted his 
election in September. 

In all 1,625 delegates, representing 


151 of the state’s 159 counties, attend- 
ed the session. The county unit rule 
prevailed even though some counties 
had as many as 30 or 40 delegates. 

Judge Fortson, later named as the 
candidate, sounded the keynote of the 
convention when he attacked ‘Tal- 
madge rule of the state and declared 
that the people wanted a change in 
government. 

Before the ballots were taken the 
convention adopted a platform con- 
demning the Governor’s rule of the 
state. It did not go into detail but 
it made specific recommendations 
whieh Judge Fortson said he would 
include in the detailed program he 
will announce later. 

An attempt was made from the 
floor of the convention by Walter 
Sanders, of Newnan, to prevent the 
convention from indorsing any candi- 
date but it was defeated speedily. 

The hat was passed among the dele- 
gates and spectators twice during the 
meeting to defray the expenses of 
Weltner in organizing the movement 
and meeting convention cost. The ex- 
penses were announced as $1,111. 

Judge Fortson is the fourth an- 
nounced candidate in the race for gov- 
ernor. Rivers, Larsen, former con- 
gressman, and C. ©, Trammell pre- 
viously announced as candidates. 

A. Steve Nance, of Atlanta, chair- 
man of the credentials committee, an- 
nounced there were 1,625 delegates 
from 151 of the state’s 159 counties 
certified for the convention, held in 
the city auditorium. 

Campaign Climax. 

Yesterday’s gathering was the cli- 
max of a personal campaign. carried 
on throughout the state by Weltner, 
former chancellor: of the University 
System of Georgia. Weltner was per- 
manent chairman of the convention, 

The eight-point. platform, on which 
Fortson will predicate his candidacy, 
denounced “dictatorship” in the man- 
agement of Georgia’s state affairs. 

Since January 1 Governor Tal- 
madge, a critic of the New Deal, has 
been running the state under a one- 
man financial control. 

“Detest Autocracy.” 

“We detest autocracy and abhor the 
use of arbitrary powers,” the platform 
said. “We pledge ourselves to seek to 
restore government to the people, and 
to take our stand by the state con- 
stitution. 

“Instead of ignoring the plight of 
the helpless, we propose co-operation 
with our great President and the con- 
gress of the United States to extend 
to him a fair measure of honorable 
security as set forth in the old age 
pension program.” 

The platform also opposed two pro- 
posed constitutional amendments to be 
voted on in the general election this 
fall. One of these would place an over- 
all limitation of 15 mills on taxes 
and the other would give all state- 
house officers four-year terms. In 
substance the platform also opposed 
the amendment creating the office of 
lieutenant governor. 

Governor Talmadge has announced 
he will seek adoption of all the amend- 
ments. 


Sales Tax Opposed 

The convention went on record as 
opposed to a general sales tax. 

The Weltner group favors tax re- 
forms to adjust the present system to 
more equitably distribute the levies, 
wants to improve educational condi- 
tions and will co-operate with the fed- 
eral government in its farm conserva- 
tion program. 

Attacking what he termed Gover- 
nor Talmadge’s ‘autocratic rule,’ 
Judge Fortson in his keynote address 
charged him with accepting funds 
from the “arch enemies” of President 
Roosevelt and the democratic party 
and using it to hold a “grass roots’ 
convention here early in the year to 
destroy both the President and the 
party.

AFTER ALL, IT’S NOT SO BAD! 


Extremes of the weather, whether 
they be in heat, cold, excessive 
rains or not enough rains, have 
their disagreeable phases, and it is 
only natural that the minor physi- 
cal discomforts they bring to some 
persons should result in a certain 
amount of generally good-natured 
grumbling. 

But, after all, there is always a 
philosophical viewpoint that can be 
adopted toward these pestiferous 
plaguings of Mother Nature. 


It should not be difficult for At- 
lantans to remember their oft-re- 
peated pledge during the ice, snow 
and sleet era of last winter that 
summer would be greeted with 
open arms—however hot it might 
be! 


Atlantans may also gain solace 
from the knowledge that while it 
may be hot here, fellow: Americans 
in other sections of the country 
are blistering under temperatures 
from 10 to 15 degrees higher than 
our top reading. 

In an interesting meteorological 
forecast covering every section of 
America, Dr. Warren M. Persons re- 
cently predicted hotter than normal 
temperatures this summer, and 
pointed out that— | 

During the last eight years, sum- 
mer temperatures in most of the 
United States have been excessively 
high. That is to say, the mean of 
the average maximum daily tempera- 
tures and the average minimum daily 
temperatures for June, 1934, for in- 
stance, was in excess of the “normal” 
for that month by amounts ranging 
up to 8 degrees F. in nearly the 
entire United States. The greatest 


excesses, 8 degrees and higher, cen- 
tered about Keokuk, Iowa. July and 
August, 1934, were also excessively 
hot throughout the nation. In July 
excesses for the month ran to 10 de- 
grees and upward in Nebraska, and 
in August to 6 degrees vr higher in 
Kansas. 

These excesses over normal brought 
maximum temperatures.in June, July 
and August, 1934, of 191, 108 and 
97, respectively, in Cincinnati, 
105 and 100 in Chicago, 104, 105 and 


in St. Louis, and 104, 110 and 110 
im Omaha and Keokuk. In June, 
July and August, 1935, also, tempera- 
tures were generally in excess of nor- 
mal throughout the nation, but not as 
extremely so as in 1933 and 1934. 

The cotton belt as a whole‘ experi- 
enced above-normal temperatures in 
June during the five years, 1931-1935. 
The departures from normal, how- 
ever, were moderate as compared with 
those registered in othér sections. of 
the country during these years. In

Monsignor 
Aspinall drew attention to a report of 
a speech by Dr, Furse,- Anglican 
bishop of St. Albans, in which the 
bishop said they had “looked in vain 
for any outspoken denunciation of 
Italy's criminal conduct from the head 
of the largest Christian communion 
in the world, whose seat of government 
was at Rome.”

“He has kept a_ dignified 
silence because he is bound to. He is 
pope not only for the Italian Cath- 
olics—he is pope for the Abyssinian 
Catholics too, and therefore, he must 
observe absolute silence and strict neu- 
trality; otherwise he would not be 
able to judge fairly in any particular 
ease.”

Tulipomania. 


The remarkable growth of tulip cul- 
tivation that is taking place in Eng- 
land may serve as a reminder of the 
extraordinary craze for gambling in 
tulips that broke out in Holland in 
the seventeenth century and spread 
to England later and in a milder form. 
It has been described as “the most 
remarkable mania of its kind that has 
ever occurred in horticultural or, per- 
haps, any other kind of commerce.’ 
The ordinary industries of the coun- 
try were neglected, and even the poor- 
est people set up in the tulip trade. 
As the mania spread, prices rose, till 
in 1653 many people were known to 
have invested as much as _ 100,000 
florins in the purehase of ormly 40 
roots (the Dutch florin was slightly 
less in value than the English). An 
Amsterdam dealer exchanged a rare 
blossom for a new carriage, two fine 
grey horses and a complete set of 
harness. The word tulipomania was 
coined as a description of the Dutch 


craze. }

The demand for tulips of a rare 
‘species increased so much that regu- 
Jar markets for their sale were open- 
ed on the stock exchange of the prin- 
| cipal towns, and symptoms of gam- 
| bling became obvious. Madness seemed

‘and everyone apparently thought that 
the riches of Europe would be concen- 
trated on the shores of the Zuider Zee 
and that poverty would be banished 
from Holland by tulips. Assets were 
realized to find money for investment 
in the precious blossoms. Houses and 
lands were offered at ruinously low 
| prices or assigned in payment of bar- 
| gains made in the tulip mart. The 
‘time came when the fever abated, con- 
i fidence was destrgyed and panic spread 
‘among the dealers. “Substantial deal- 
ers were reduced almost to beggary, 
says one historian of the movement, 
| “and many a representative of a 
'noble line saw the fortunes of his 
onse ruined heyond redemption.”

CIRCUMSTANCES (It was further apparent to insiders that, in at 


least one of the other races apparently lost by 
the Coughlin-Townsendites, the result was close enough to justify a 
general alarm. 

Beyond that, in the third district, republican Representative Brewster 
(who was unopposed) has been very, very friendly with the Townsend- 
ites. They could legitimately claim his nomination as at least half a 
victory. Thus their victories stand, at least, at 24 out of 6 in rock- 
ribbed, conservative old Maine.  , 

It was certainly enough to justify a change of heart and vote on the 
bill which would penalize the Townsend and Coughlin lobbyists as well 
as the rest. 

Furthermore, just before the final vote, the A. F. of L. lobby de- 
cided that it, too, would be affected by the bill, and urged its defeat. 

The combination of these two developments was enough to turn 
the retreat on. the lobby bill into a rout. : 

Note—The Maine results also furnished the inspiration to- both 
Coughlinites and Townsendites to talk about a combination third ticket 


‘in the presidential field. 


EXPLANATIONS A combination of peculiar circumstances is sup- 
posed to have encouraged the unexpected wild- 


and-wooliness in Maine. That state has not received much relief gravy, 
they say, despite Passamaquoddy. The potato act failed. Also both 
the Townsend and Coughlin movements are comparatively fresh there. 

In California, where the Townsend plan is old stuff, the primaries 
showed a trend in the opposite direction. Fad stunts in economics seem 
to catch on fast and let go just as swiftly. (Witness: Share the wealth, 
and EPIC, now dead or dying.) 

The Townsend and Coughlin faddists went into New England only 
about six months ago. Ordinarily, you would expect them to run their 
course toward self-effacement in about a year, but, by that time, the elec-

HEALTH TALKS

Nine times out of ten anemia is a 
secondary symptom, a more or less 
marked feature of some illness or dis- 
turbance of health, as is weakness or 
constant ache or pain somewhere, It 
is therefore as foolish to take a rem- 
edy which purports to be good for 
anemia as it would be to take a “‘ton- 
ic” for weakness or a pain-killer to 
benumb the sense of ache, pain or fa- 
tigue, if you neglect to search out and 
treat the illness or disturbance of 
health which causes the anemia or the 
pain. .Yet millions of misguided folk 
who imagine or know they are anemic 
“try” first one remedy and then an- 
other in the futile expectation of re- 
gaining health. Might as well try to 
get a drink of water from a sieve. 

The more familiar manifestations 
of anemia are pallor of skin and mu- 
cous membranes, low endurance, tend- 
ency to tire easily, headache, dizziness 
or faintness, shortness of breath on 
slight exertion, palpitation, poor appe- 
tite, in women scanty or irregular 
function. 

If loss of weight is noticeable with 
the signs of anemia, that is a signal 
to look well to the lungs, for tuber- 
culosis sometimes begins in that way. 

Among the common causes of anem- 
ia which are too often overlooked or 
ignored while the patient fools with 
“blood tonics :” 

1, Frequent slight bleeding, either 
external or internal and undetected 
(as in peptic ulcer and internal hemor- 
rhoids). 

2. Chronic poisoning by carbon 
monoxide, lead, mercury, or by aceta- 
nilide, aspin and other coaltar deriva- 
tives taken to benumb sense of pain, 
fatigue, worry, etc. 

3. In southern sections 
infestation. 

4. Masked or long neglected infec- 
tions, especially focal or septic in- 
fections where the blood-corpuscle de- 
stroying streptococcus ig harbored. 

5. The early stage of pulmonary 
tuberculosis or of cancer or the second 
or third stage of syphilis.

A type of essential primary anemia 
called chlorosis (the green sickness), 
formerly common in girls in their 
early ‘teens, due to unknown ‘cause 
and not to any of the causes of ordi- 
nary secondary anemia above men- 
tioned, seems to have become nearly 
if not quite extinct. But a newer type 
of anemia called hypochromic anemia,

WASHINGTON, June 18.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt tonight again re- 
fused to intervene in behalf of Arthur 
Gooch, scheduled to die at 5 a.m. to- 
morrow at the Oklahoma state prison 
for kidnaping two police officers in 
an effort to escape arrest. 

Gooch is the first man to suffer 
the death penalty under an amend- 
ment to the Lindbergh kidnaping law 
designed to protect police officers. 

President Roosevelt had denied a 
plea for executive clemency on June 
8, but said tonight that further ap- 
peals in behalf of Gooch had caused 
him to review the case. He again de- 
nied the pleas. 

Case Is Reviewed. 

In his decision, announcement of 
which was made by the Justice De- 
partment, the President went far off 
the usual path in such cases by issu- 
ing a memorandum reviewing the case 
and setting forth his reasons for refus- 
ing to intervene.

Each year she used new cap rub- 
bers or. jar rings. She found this was 
good economy. She looked over the 
can covers to see that they were not 
nicked or bent. If she used the vac- 
uum seal method she was careful] to 
get the right rings for the jars. If 
the clamp top was used she tried the 
clamp to see that it held the contents 
airtight. Bending the clamp or slipping 
a piece of cardboard helped her to ad- 
just the pressure. The edges of the 
screw top covers had to be looked over 
to see that there were no upturned 
edges, rims or dented places. In using 
the oven, water bath, or pressure 
method she made a syrup for the fruits 
and poured this, while boiling hot, onto 
the €ruit. The liquid never went high- 
er than one inch from the top. If she 
put in more it always boiled over and 
wasted both the syrup and the good 
fruit juices.

The more important point about 
this hand, however, is that it preaches 
a sermon, which is just this: No 
trump slam contracts, unless 12 tricks 
are cold,’ usually require absolute per- 
fection in play. ‘The average play- 
er is not up to difficult squeeze plays 
and therefore it is only the better 
part of wisdom for him to choose 
contracts that will not offer involved 
problems. 

Compare the tortuous line of play 
necessary at six no-trump with the 
simple line at six hearts, and my 
meaning will become crystal clear.

CROSSING THE ATLANTIC, 
X—In the Future. 

In this series we have seen how 
Atlantic crossings took from three to 
nine weeks in early days. Later the 
fast clipper ships made the journey 
in about a week, and they were fol- 
lowed by ocean liners, the best of 
which have cut the time to four days 
and a few hours. 

The time may come when powerful 
engines will drive a liner acros the 
Atlantic in as little as three days, but 
I think speed in the future will rest 
chiefly with the airplane, or the rock- 
et-plane. 

The first successful non-stop trip, 
by Alcock and Brown, took 16 hours, 
It was made across the short New- 
foundland-Ireland route, but it point- 
ed to a great change in the story of 
ocean transport. 

Airships may prove popular, because 
of the comfort they can give to pas- 
sengers, but I think seaplanes like the 
“China Slipper” will be the most used 
for fast emg and airmail service. 

The “China Clipper” left San Fran- 
cisco on a Saturday last November, 
and reached Manila, in the Philippine 
islands, the next Saturday. That may 
not seem a very fast trip, but com- 
pare it with the weeks needed to make 
the same journey by boat!

ASHEVILLE, N..C., June 18-——(7) 
The fourth United States circuit court 
of appeals: today affirmed a finding of 
the eastern Virginia district court 
that the Virginia Railway Company 
had violated the railway labor act by 
refusing to bargain with an organiza- 
tion of employes authorized by them to 
act as their representative. 

The opinion was unanimous in sus- 
taining the ruling of the lower court 
at Norfolk. 

Findings included: 

That System Federation No. 40 was 
a “duly authorized” representative of 
the rt ge of the company’s me 
chanical departments, except carmen 
and coach builders, having been desig- 
nated as such by the national me 
diation board. 

That the company “in violation of 
the provisiogs of the railway labor 
act” had failed to treat with System 
No. 40 as a representative of the em- 


by means of personal inter- 
views, pamphlets and similar methods 
the company attempted to show the 
disadvantages of membership in 4 
standard labor organization, and the 
advantages of a company union, and 
sought to influence its employes to 
maintain a mere nominal association 
or union supported wholly by itself. 

That the company, since ca- 
tion by the mediation board, had con- 
tinued to deprive its mechanical de- 

artment employes of their righte to 
ndependent representation for collec- 
tive bargaining. 

The court ruled that it was a viola- 
tion of the railway act for the com- 
pany to address arguments to its em- 

loyes in such terms as to lead them 
© fear they might suffer from the 
action of the employer if they do not 
accede to its wishes in the selection 
of representatives. 

“Collective bargaining would be 2@ 
delusion and a snare of the employe 
with r to a matter af this kind,” 
the opinion said.
